Commencement  1983 


Saint  Joseph’s  celebrated  Com¬ 
mencement  exercises  on  May  1 ,  with 
the  awarding  of  1  57  baccalaureate 
degrees  and  2  associate  degrees  as 
well  as  32  degree  candidates.  Father 
Charles  Banet,  president,  asked  the 
guest  of  honor,  The  Most  Reverend 
George  A.  Fulcher,  S.T.D.,  D.D.,  to 
preside.  This  was  his  first  official  visit 
to  Saint  Joseph’s  College  after  his  in¬ 
stallation  on  April  14,  1983  as  Bishop 
of  Lafayette. 

The  valedictorian  address  was  given 
by  Peggy  Joan  Hansen,  B.S.  in  Ac¬ 
counting  and  Finance,  of  Downers 
Grove,  IL.  Lori  Jean  Rohwedder,  recip¬ 
ient  of  the  Alumni  Board’s  Senior  of 
the  Year  award,  also  addressed  the 
assembly. 

The  Rev.  Theodore  M.  Hesburgh, 
C.S.C.,  President  of  Notre  Dame  for 
3 1  years,  was  conferred  an  honorary 
Doctor  of  Humane  Letters  degree,  his 
94th.  In  his  address,  Father  Hesburgh 
said  that  commencement  is  a  new 
beginning  for  the  graduates  who  were 
born  into  an  interesting  and  challenging 
age  with  great  opportunities.  But  the 
ultimate  commencement,  he  said,  is 
the  one  into  eternity.  “If  you  don’t  set 
aside  some  corner  of  your  life  to  serve 
some  less  fortunate  than  you,  your  life 
will  not  be  meaningful.’’  On  that 
ultimate  day  of  judgement,  he  re¬ 
minded,  all  we  will  have  to  show  is 
what  we  have  given  away  of 
ourselves. 

Recalling  the  admonition,  “What¬ 
soever  you  do  to  the  least  of  my 
brethren,  this  you  do  unto  me,”  Father 
Hesburgh  asked  the  graduates  to  think 
in  terms  of  the  four  C’s:  competence, 
compassion,  commitment  and  conse¬ 
cration  —  to  get  involved  in  alleviating 
the  suffering  and  injustices  in  the 
world.  “Forty-thousand  children  die 
every  day  .  .  .  due  to  disease  and  lack 
of  food  —  that’s  a  Hiroshima  every  two 
days  .  .  .  and  you  are  now  in  a  position 
to  do  something  positive  about  feeding 
the  hungry,  clothing  the  naked,  helping 
the  sick,  and  taking  in  strangers  —  the 
least  of  God’s  brethren.”  He  cited 
Albert  Schweitzer,  Tom  Dooley  and 
Mother  Theresa  as  examples  of 
dedicated  service  to  others. 

Father  Hesburgh  is  ranked  among 
the  top  scholars  in  the  fields  of  religion 
and  education.  He  has  received, 
among  numerous  other  awards,  the  na¬ 
tion’s  highest  civil  honor,  the  Medal  of 
Freedom,  from  President  Lyndon 
Johnson.

$400,000  Challenge  Grant

NEH  Awards 

Father  Charles  Banet,  President, 
recently  announced  that  Saint 
Joseph’s  College  has  received  a 
$400,000  challenge  grant  from  the 
National  Endowment  for  the 
Humanities.  The  grant  must  now  be 
matched  by  $1 .2  million  which  will  be 
part  of  our  ongoing  Capital  Campaign. 

NEH  is  an  independent  agency  of 
the  federal  government  whose  sole 
purpose  is  to  award  grants  to  colleges, 
museums,  and  individuals.  NEH 
challenge  grants  encourage  financial 


growth  and  stability  within  institutions 
and  organizations  in  order  to  promote 
work  of  recognizable  merit  in  the 
humanities.  Through  the  challenge 
grant,  an  institution  may  receive  one 
federal  dollar  for  every  three  non- 
federal  dollars  raised.  The  non-federal 
funds  must  be  either  from  new 
sources  of  giving  or  from  increased 
contributions  by  existing  donors. 

Each  application  for  a  challenge 
grant  is  reviewed  by  a  panel.  Each 
panelist  then  makes  a  recommendation 


as  to  funding.  Panelists  without  excep¬ 
tion  rated  Saint  Joseph’s  application, 
written  by  Dr.  John  Nichols,  director  of 
the  Core  program,  very  high. 

The  college  has  until  May  31,1  986 
to  raise  the  $1.2  million  matching 
funds.  The  first  $100,000  of  the  grant 
award  has  already  been  forwarded  to 
the  school. 

The  award  is  specified  to  endow  the 
Core  program.  The  money  will  be  in¬ 
vested  to  provide  a  strong  fiscal  base 
for  the  program’s  future. 


Core:  Backbone  of  SJC 


The  Core  curriculum  was  introduced 
to  the  freshman  class  of  1  969.  The 
graduating  class  of  1  983  will  have 
been  the  eleventh  class  to  complete 
the  full  four-year  cycle  of  Core  which 
has  received  both  national  and  interna¬ 
tional  attention  as  one  of  the  few  inter¬ 
disciplinary  programs  that  has  been 
truly  successful. 

The  Core  program  replaced  what 
used  to  be  a  54  credit,  mainly  lower 
level  and  distributive  approach  to 
general  education,  with  a  45  credit,  in¬ 
tegrative  and  interdisciplinary  program. 
The  requirements  are  incorporated  into 
a  four-year  sequence  that  is  mandatory 
for  all  students  regardless  of  major. 

In  order  to  offset  the  trend  toward 
overspecialization  and  vocationaliza- 
tion,  Core  is  strongly  generalist  and 
humanist  in  nature.  It  emphasizes  the 
value  of  becoming  a  “self-worth 
being”,  of  leading  a  genuinely  human 
existence.  The  program  maintains  an 


openness  to  insights  into  the  nature  of 
man  and  the  human  situation  that  come 
from  a  whole  range  of  academic 
disciplines  and  methods. 

Core  was  specifically  developed  with 
certain  goals  in  mind.  The  program  of¬ 
fers  opportunities  for  student  growth 
both  along  personal  and  academic 
lines.  It  stresses  the  development  of 
oral  and  written  communication  skills, 
interaction  within  a  Christian  environ¬ 
ment,  and  the  incorporation  of  Chris¬ 
tian  values  into  personal  life. 

The  attitude  on  campus  towards 
Core  is  positive.  The  program  demands 
that  the  student  become  actively  in¬ 
volved  and  challenges,  not  only  stu¬ 
dents,  but  faculty  in  that  the  problems 
posed  are  constantly  changing. 

Saint  Joseph’s  has  yearly  as  many 
as  1 00  inquiries  from  college  and 
universities  in  the  United  States  and 
abroad  regarding  the  program.  The  key 
to  its  success,  however,  must  be  at¬ 


tributed  primarily  to  the  full-time 
dedication  that  faculty  demonstrate: 
the  program  demands  an  open- 
mindedness  and  a  willingness  to  ex¬ 
pand  without  reserve  beyond  one’s 
specialty  into  other  unknown  academic 
territories.  It  becomes  an  exciting,  in¬ 
tellectually  broadening  experience  for 
everyone.

The  1  983  Scholarship  Dinner  held 
April  1  5  at  the  Ambassador  Hotel, 
Chicago,  was  the  most  successful  in 
SJC’s  history.  The  black  tie  dinner- 
dance  raised  over  $50,000  to  be  ap¬ 
plied  to  scholarship  aid  during  the 
1 983-84  academic  year. 

Philip  Wilhelm  and  Michael  Davis,  co- 
chairmen,  made  the  announcement  to 
the  217  persons  assembled  at  this  an¬ 
nual  event  which  has  become  a  tradi¬ 
tion  for  Saint  Joseph’s  friends  and 
alumni. 

Since  the  financial  situation  of  all  in¬ 
dependent  colleges  is  delicate,  and 
since  enrollment  —  so  crucial  to  an  in¬ 
stitution  of  higher  learning  —  is  greatly 
affected  by  the  ever  widening  chasm 
in  tuition  costs  and  scholarship  support 
capacity,  the  availability  of  scholarship 
funds  for  deserving  students  becomes 
increasingly  urgent  as  the  years  go  on. 

The  annual  Scholarship  Dinner  is  one 
method  by  which  Saint  Joseph’s  Col¬ 
lege  meets  the  demand.  Each  year  the 
college  honors  at  this  event  the  top 
academically  ranked  male  and  female 
as  determined  by  seven  semesters  of 
study.

president’s  corner

As  we  progress  further  and  further 
into  our  Capital  Campaign,  I  am  deeply 
gratified  by  the  support,  the  under¬ 
standing  and  the  willingness  that  is  ex¬ 
hibited  by  our  alumni/ae  to  commit 
financially  to  Saint  Joseph’s  College. 
What  is  particularly  encouraging  in  this 
regard  is  that  it  isn’t  only  the  suc¬ 
cessful,  professional  alumni  that  are 
contributing,  but  the  younger  gradu¬ 
ates  —  those  only  a  few  years  out  of 
college  who  are  not  as  established  in 
their  careers  as  others  who  have 
greater  longevity  in  them. 

It  is  these  alumni  who  will  help  us 
reach  and,  we  believe,  surpass,  our 
$7  million  goal.  As  the  president  of 
Saint  Joseph's,  I  am  proud  to  serve, 


not  only  the  college,  but  to  represent 
you,  our  alumni/ae,  as  well.  Nothing 
brings  into  focus  the  true  feelings  of 
our  graduates  as  when  they  are  asked 
to  give  financial  support.  As  we  go  out 
to  meet  you,  we  have  received  none 
but  warm  and  attentive  welcomes. 

Your  loyalty  is  deeply  appreciated. 

I  would  like  to  say  that  asking  for 
money  is  not  the  job  everybody  fights 
to  get.  But  the  reality  of  education  is 
that  no  institution,  whether  private  or 
public,  whether  educational  or  cultural, 
can  long  survive  without  private  sup¬ 
port.  Such  efforts  are  not  for  the  sake 
of  money;  they  are  for  what  money 
can  do.  Money  can  improve  the  quality 
of  educational  programs,  of  faculty,  of 
students,  of  facilities.  It  helps  keep 
abreast  of  changing  needs.  It  pays  the 
bills. 

Saint  Joseph’s  Capital  Campaign, 
pledges  to  be  accepted  over  a  5-year 
period,  has  raised  nearly  $6  million; 

2.5  million  of  that  sum  has  already 
been  received.  These  proceeds  are 
paying  for  the  renovation  and 
reconstruction  projects  now  ongoing. 

The  National  Endowment  for  the 
Humanities’  one  to  three  matching 
grant  of  $400,000  to  endow  Saint 
Joseph’s  CORE  program  requires  us 
to  raise  an  additional  $1.2  million  by 
May  31,1  986.  We  have  complete 
confidence  that,  with  your  generous, 
and  in  some  instances  even  sacrificial 
help,  we  will  succeed.

Saint  Joseph’s  College  deeply 
regrets  the  death,  on  April  10,  of 
Board  of  Trustee  member  Ray 
Ziegman,  80,  of  Orrville,  Ohio.

Mr.  Ziegman  was  a  1922  graduate 
of  Saint  Joseph’s  College.  For  50 
years  he  was  manager  of  Quality 
Castings  Co.,  Orrville,  active  in  Boy’s 
Club  and  Boy  Scouts,  for  which  he 
received  the  Silver  Beaver  Boy  Scout 
Award.  He  was  also  an  active  partici¬ 
pant  in  parish  work,  which,  in  1  962, 
earned  him  the  Benemerenti  Medal 
from  Pope  John  XXIII  for  outstanding 
service  to  the  church.  In  1974,  he 
was  named  Paul  L.  Powell  Citizen  of 
the  Year  and  Boy’s  Club  Man  of  the 
Year. 


Saint  Joseph’s  College,  however, 
remembers  him  as  a  kind  and  gener¬ 
ous  patron  of  the  institution.  He  served 
as  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
for  26  years  and  was  morally  and 
financially  dedicated  to  the  college’s 
growth  and  stability.  He  will  be  deeply 
missed  by  all  those  who  knew  him  and 


worked  with  him.  He  was  a  Christian 
gentleman  who  lived  a  philosophy  of 
service  to  others  before  service  to 
self. 

At  the  April  1  5  Board  of  Trustees 
meeting  in  Chicago,  the  Board  passed 
a  unanimous  resolution  which,  in  part, 
makes  “formal  acknowledgement  of  its 
grievous  loss  by  the  passing  from  this 
life  of  Ray  Ziegman  who  labored  well  in 
the  love  of  service  of  his  fellow  man, 
especially  the  young  .  .  by 
memorializing  his  name  in  all  academic 
scholarships  to  be  awarded  for 
1983-84. 

Mr.  Ziegman  is  survived  by  his  wife, 
Ruth,  his  son,  William,  and  daughter, 
Julie  Hood,  as  well  as  three  brothers, 
two  sisters,  eight  grandchildren  and 
two  great-grandchildren. 

Father  Norman  Heckman,  67,  pro¬ 
fessor  emeritus  of  chemistry,  died  at 
Saint  Joseph’s  College  on  January  31 , 
1983.

Downard  Named  ACE  Fellow 


President  J.  W.  Peltason  of  the 
American  Council  on  Education  recent¬ 
ly  announced  in  Washington,  D.C.,  the 
selection  of  Dr.  William  L.  Downard, 
chairman  of  the  department  of  history, 
as  an  ACE  Fellow  in  the  1  983-84  ACE 
Fellows  Program  in  Academic  Adminis¬ 
tration. 

The  program  is  designed  to  strength¬ 
en  leadership  in  American  higher  edu¬ 
cation  by  identifying  and  preparing 
faculty  and  staff  for  responsible  posi-

tions  in  academic  administration.  Thirty- 
five  to  fourty-five  Fellows,  nominated 
by  the  presidents  or  chancellors  of 
their  institutions,  are  selected  each 
year  in  a  national  competition. 

Dr.  Downard,  '63,  has  been  teaching 
history  at  Saint  Joseph’s  College  since 


Heckman  entered  the  Society  of  the 
Precious  Blood  in  1929  at  Burketts- 
ville,  Ohio.  After  going  to  Saint 
Joseph’s  to  complete  his  academic 
work,  he  continued  on  to  St.  Charles 
Seminary  (1  935-1  940)  where  he  was 
ordained. 

He  started  his  graduate  study  at  the 
University  of  Wisconsin  in  1  943  and 
obtained  a  Master  of  Science  degree 
from  Indiana  University  in  1947. 

Father  Heckman  was  appointed  to 
Saint  Joseph’s  faculty  in  1  940  and 
taught  for  40  years  until  his  retirement 
three  years  ago. 

In  addition  to  his  faculty  duties  as 
professor  and  chairman  of  the  depart¬ 
ment  of  chemistry,  he  was  active  in 
athletics,  serving  as  director  of 
athletics  from  1953-56. 

He  will  be  missed.  He  was  known  for 
his  good  humor  and  witty  rejoinders. 

He  was  also  pastorally  concerned, 
regularly  commuting  on  weekends  to 
assist  in  a  Gary,  Indiana  parish.

1  969.  He  received  his  MA  degree 
from  the  University  of  Cincinnati  in 
1  964  and  a  Ph.D.  from  Miami  Universi¬ 
ty  (OH)  in  1  969.  A  recipient  of  the  Ed¬ 
win  G.  Kaiser  Faculty  Scholar  Award  in 
1981,  Downard  is  the  author  of  two 
books  on  the  brewing  and  distilling  in¬ 
dustries  and  has  also  written  a  number 
of  articles  for  scholarly  journals.  He 
succeeded  Fr.  Donald  Shea  as  chair¬ 
man  of  the  history  department  in  1  976 
and  served  as  acting  vice  president  for 
academic  affairs  during  semester  I  of 
1982-83. 

Typically,  each  ACE  Fellow  during 
the  academic  year,  either  at  the  home 
institution  or  on  a  host  campus,  is 
assigned  to  a  college  or  university 
president  and  chief  academic  officer  to 
participate  in  task  oriented  administra¬ 
tive  activities.  Fellows  attend  three 
five-day  seminars  dealing  with  higher 
education  issues,  read  extensively  in 
the  field,  produce  an  analytical  report, 
and  engage  in  other  activities  to 
prepare  them  for  administrative  careers 
in  higher  education.

Dan  is  regarded  as  the  top  wrestler 
in  the  history  of  the  college:  lettered 
for  the  Puma’s  during  the  1  968-70 
seasons,  he  compiled  individual 
records  of  8-2-0  as  a  junior  and 
1 0-1  -0  as  a  senior.  In  1  970,  Dan  was 
the  II AA  167  pound  champion  and 
placed  fourth  in  the  National  Catholic 
Tournament.
